For daring and enterprise, for bold- 
r ess in the fa< •* of danger, the hardy 
fishermen who wrest a livelihood from 
the perilous Arctic seas are not sur­ 
passed by any on. the globe. 
At this moment hundreds of these 
men are battling with storm and ice, 
fog and treacherous currents in the 
fngid waters of I .a bra dor, Greenland 
m d Iceland, 
Setting out from home ports some­ 
times as early as April, by August 
they reach the northern limits of their 
fishing grounds and. perhaps, have al­ 
ready 
encountered 
extraordinary 
hardships and perils. 
Th e cargoes of codfish and halibut 
tin } bring hack to stock the markets 
it the I ’lilted States are often secured 
at great cost in suffering, and even 
•ifs 
Innumerable are the dangers of the 
fishing, fields. W ork must be done oft- 
times amid icebergs and drift parks; 
treacherous fogs descend, and many 
fishing vessels ar e cut down by some 
rushing liner and sent to the bottom 
vt it h all hands. 
A greater percentage of these men 
ai* loft than In any other calling, not 
excepting that of arms. 
It has long 
been said that the history of the Glott­ 
ic ster fisheries is w ritten in tears. 
Gloucester, Mass., is the recognized 
and iime-honored home port of this 
fishing fleet. 
At times its harbor is 
•rowded with staunch schooners that 
have known many a battle with the 
wind. wave and threatening Ice. 
W er e it not for the skill and daring 
>f these hardy men. the fish markets 
if the United States would lie lacking 
x large percentage of a staple that has 
become almost indispensable. 
As early as April the "captains cour­ 
te o u s ” of Gloucester start out. They 
make their way northward, fishing all 
Bong the Newfoundland 
coast, bat- 
'!ing with floes and bergs, dodging 
passing steamers, watching for disas­ 
ter amid fogs, but busily fishing all 
the while. 
Straight into the teeth of the ice 
that Is coming southward they press, 
until they reach 
the halibut banks 
about the mouth of Hudson hay, or 
ih»* fishing grounds along the shores 
of Greenland. 
One Ju ly m ornins 
an 
American 
schooner was setting out her fishing 
lines in Arctic waters when the white 
wall of an advancing ice floe was seen 
corning swiftly along on the bosom of 
the relentless l abrador current. 
It 
was a lone, terrifying harrier, brist- 
ling with jagged points and blocks of 
ice twenty feet high. 
In this massive grip the ship was 
caught, her rudder was smashed and 
her seams opened. 
Ice closed around 
her like some giant hand of destiny 
and immense blocks crashed upon her 
deck. 
By setting all her canvas, at the 
risk of having her spars torn out. the 
vessel finally worked clear. 
Fo r six 
d ay s the weary crew toiled without 
ceasing at the pumps, until they made 
St. John s harbor. 
Very fortunate they felt In escaping 
so easily. 
Hundreds of vessels had 
been caught in sim ilar ice packs and 
crushed to pieces. 
This instance is cited as illustrating 
a common danger 
of 
the 
fishing 
grounds. 
Hundred* of vessels have 
had sim ilar experiences, while manv 
unfortunates have never returned to 
tell the tale. 
It is a danger that swoons down 
with startling swiftness. 
One hour 
may see the ocean com parative^ free 
of obstructions, and a number of ves­ 
sels busy with their fishing lines: the 
next, all may be encircled by an Ice 


floe and some of them sent to a wa­ 
tery grave. 
Fishing is done from small boats, or 
dories, of which each sailing vessel 
carries eight or a dozen. 
Each dory 
is manned by two fishermen. 
It is from these little craft, 
frail 
enough at best, hut helpless in the 
ice. that most of the fishermen are 
lost. 
Crowding on sail, the schooner may 
escape from the threatening mass, but 
the dories caught in it are in a des­ 
perate plight. 
The men may craw] upon the mov­ 
ing ice, but that does not always mean 
safety. 
Borne swiftly on the south­ 
bound current, they are often carried 
far beyond the reach of help. 
When 
their schooners finally sail back into 
Gloucester, flags are at half mast and 
more names are added to the list of 
tho sea’s victims, to be read at the 
next annual memorial services. 
Often far south of the fishing banks 
will be seen mute evidences of a trag­ 
edy upon some floating cake of ice. It 
may be a lot of seamen’s gear, a few 
tin cans, perhaps, or even a dory, but 
no sign of life. 
The sight of a vessel coming into 
harbor w ith her ensign at half-mast is 
all too frequent at Gloucester. 
And 
many a fine craft sails jauntily away 
to the North, n^ver to be heard from 
again. 


M any a fishing crew, sleeping sound- 
1) in their bunks, have been awakened 
b> the crash of collision, only to find 
themselves borne downward beneath 
the Icy waters before they can reach 
the deck. 
When disaster comes there is less 
chance of rescue In those A rctic re­ 
gions than there would 
be further 
south. 
The fishing fleets are widely 
scattered, and few other vessels are 
in those seas, except an occasional 
patroling warship or a clumsy whaler 
blown out of her course. 
Tim e after time dory 
fishermen, 
separated from their 
vessels by ice 
floes or during fogs, 
have 
manag­ 
ed to work their way to the bleak 
lab rad o r coast. 
It is then a toss-up 
whether they can drag themselves to 
some station of human beings or must 
perish along the shore. 
Lines of dread or sorrow are deep­ 
ly graven upon the faces of the wom­ 
en of Gloucester. 
The girl who, In
